Communism collapses 


The first skinheads appeared in the middle of 
80ies. Oi/punk band called ‘HUBERT MACHANE’ 
started to play in 1986 and two years later the 
first true skin-band, ‘ORLIK’, was formed. After 
the communism - November 1989 - the number of 
skinheads increased rapidly. Many people 
showed their racial interests and at the begin they 
were not pressed by the media. ‘Orlik’ published 
two LP's between 90 - 91. LP’s were sold over 
150 000 copies and the band was number one 
in the official hitlist. But the situation changed. Media wrote stories which had 
unfavorable influences on the public opinion. 


Bohemian bands 


The first and the last open air concert, ‘Open Air Oi Fest’, was carried out in Bzenec 
in the summer of 91. On the stage was seen the bands called ‘Hubrt Machane’, 
‘Orlik’, ‘TRI SESTRY’, ‘MY LAI’, ‘VALASSKA LIGA’, ‘BRANIC’, ‘IPB’ and ‘KRATKY 
PROCES". This gig is recorded to compilation LP ‘SKINSONGS VOL I’. After the open 
air concert ‘Orlik’ faced many problems which were consequences of the media pressure. 
So they took distance from the skinheads and at the end of year they quit playing. 
(Vocalist Daniel Landa is the popstar in Czech.) In 1992 ‘Branic’ quit playing and the 
members were convicted on ground of their lyrics. In those days the large number of 
skinheads were nationalists but many left the scene because of many reasons. (Official 
gigs were prohibited, bands stopped to play.) But soon the scene went to more radical 
direction. New WP bands were formed: ‘BULDOK’, ‘DIKTATOR’ (Excalibur), ‘ZASST 
88', ‘MORAVSKA JEDNOTA’, ‘VLAJKA’, ‘UTOK’, ‘CONFLIKT 88’, ‘S.A.D.’ And also 
many organizations appeared to the picture: ‘BOHEMIA HAMMER SKINS (BHS)’, 
‘VLASTENECKA FRONTA (VF) etc. And a lot of skinzines were published. Scene was 
closed from the eyes ofthe ordinary people. Many concerts were organized by the 
BHS and the well known bands like ‘NO REMORSE’, ‘BATTLE ZONE’, ‘PEGGIOR 
AMICO’ and ‘SQUADRON’ have performed in Bohemia. The most popular Czech 
band is ‘Buldok’. The Warrior Records published the Buldok-CD called ‘OHEN A LED’ 
(Fire and Ice) at 1994 and it was the first Czech WP CD. Soon came out the compilation 
CD ‘SKINSONGS II’, bands like ‘Vlajka’, ‘S.A.D.’, ‘Utok’ , ‘Kratky Proces’ and 
‘Valasska Liga’ plays on that record.

Although the things were going well, 
the scene had many enemies. Anti- 
fascist organizations like H.O.S.T. 
which members consists of 
teporters, actors, politicians, etc. 
were demanding harder laws 
against the skinhead activity. The 
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first SHARPs appeared 1994 - 1996 and as usual they are allied with anarchists, 
hippies and left wing. Today the scene is under strong pressure. All activities is 
observed by authorities and gigs has been canceled in last few years. Also BHS have 
been forced to reduce its activity. But in1996 formed ‘CZECH BLOOD AND HONOUR 


DIVISION’, has been able to organize 
some gigs (‘BRUTAL ATTACK’s 
concert on 7.10.1996 was the biggest 
happening. Over 800 skinheads were 
gathered together from all over the 
Europe. In smaller gigs played bands like 
‘Buldok’, ‘EXCALIBUR’, ‘Viajka’, 
‘Utok’, ‘HLAS KRVE’, ‘CONFLICT 
88’, ‘NORD’, ‘APARTHEID’, ‘DIVISION 
88’, ‘REVOLVERS’, ‘NADORAZ’ etc.).

Four Scottish comrades set off early from Glasgow and met up as arranged with other 
comrades and Skinheads from Leeds and Manchester before heading for the re-direction 
point. There were many dotted all over the place and this confused the police who 
frantically searched all over Wales and England for the gig. After some great re-direction 
point pubs where Skins from far and wide got the chance to met and exchange stories we 
all headed for the venue. 


The Scottish lads from Highlander set up a stall cd’s, t-shirts, patches,books and 
magazines, including their very own issue 3. A great read even if we do say so ourselves. 
After giving the audience a chance to purchase the merchandise on offer and get the 
drinks in, the show got under way. 


First up were "WHITE LAW’ , playing only there second ever gig but they were brilliant. 
Some of the crowd had heard them before, but everyone enjoyed them and were even 
singing along to choruses once they got the hang of the words. The band themselves 
seemed to enjoy the show too as they gave an extended set to the delight of the crowd. 
We hope to see a lot more of this band in the future and get a hold of one of their 
cracking t-shirts too. 


Next up were was a surprise appearance from a baand, new to the independant 
movement in Britain. "AVALON” got stuck in with some of the songs we all enjoyed 
before the split like "Our honour is true” and soon got the crowd right on theeir side. 


The show exploded into a frenzy when "CELTIC WARRIOR’ took the stage and burst 
into "Let the Battle Begin’. The dance floor was crammed with skinheads revelling it up in 
the customary fashion, while the whole hall filled with the words of this great tune. Brad 
did a great job on vocals having had to ditch his instrument to fill in for Billy who was not 
allowed to leave his home town by the police. More classic "CELTIC WARRIOR” songs 
followed like "Ole Ole” and” Land of my Fathers” as the heat soared and the beer flowed, 
infact by the end of night the barrels were empty with only bottled beer left. "CELTIC. 
WARRIOR’ yet again proved why they are such a popular band despite being without 
Billy on vocals. A collection was also made for Billy which raised over £200 which showed 
great comradeship and generosity. 
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The final group to take the stage were the mighty "SQUADRON”, returning to action after 
a well deserved break. Opening their set with the brilliantly moving "Fields of Destruction” 
before keeping everyone dancing with some Bulldog Breed tracks and some of their 
own classics like "No Surrender” and ”A Final Salute”. This band really rocks, one of the 
greatest ever. 


This ended a great night which showed the system we will not be beaten and when we 
set our minds to something we can achieve it. It is surely a lesson for the rest of our 
activities. The night also showed how united our people are in this struggle, with 
comrades from all over Britain as well as Germany, France, Switzerland and Belgium, 
America and Australia present, plus probably more people from elsewhere we never got 
the chance to meet.

When we entered the meeting point the sight was unbelievable: over 100 bald guys with 
same kind of clothes on everyone. And all they surrounded by policemen. "Could this be 
dangerous?”, came to my mind. Any way, finally our busses left and got followed by all the 
police vans. | have to admit - | felt great: never been followed by so many police men and 
going to somewhere which is secret! But in the bus when watching people around a 
question, which later turned false, came to mind: "Are all these criminals?” 


The concert itself turned out to be quite normal club night with special music for people 
keen on same things. For me the music was quite hard, almost tearing. | have to confess 
it did not feed my soul! But the boys seemed to enjoy: Dancing floor was packed up with 
stomping men, raising up their hands for the players. Girls and women were a bit on the 
side.

The first foreign band played in 
Hungary in 1990 - that was ‘BOOTS 
AND BRACES!’ from Germany. Later on, 
in 1994, the Hungarian skinhead 
movement cracked to two parts that 
were fighting against each other: 
nationalists and national socialists. The 
nationalists prefer Oi! & ska better than 
hard skinhead music and they carry only 
nationalist ideology and don’t like nazis. They hate gypsies, jews, arabs, too, but never 
salute by rising the right hand and shout ‘sieg hail!’. The other side, the ns-skinhead 
movement want unity with all European skinheads, with all whites in the world. They have 
organized many gigs in Hungary since 1994. The first ns-skinhead group is called the 
‘HUNGARIA SKINS’. They have co-operated with bands like A.D.L. 122, Corona Ferrea, 
Svastika, Konkvista 88, Excalibur. The other famous and strong movement is the ‘N.S.H.’, 
which have organized many gigs, as well. Now-a-days there are about 1000 ns and 1000 
nationalist skinheads in Hungary.

In Russia we have many things going in 
the fast growing skinhead scene. There 
are at least 8 skinhead bands: 
“SCHTRUM’, RUSSIAN GHETTO’, 
‘KOLOVRAT’, ‘RADEGASST’ from 
Moscow, ‘TOTENKOPF’ from _ St. 
Petersburg, ‘ULTRA’ ‘and ‘STS’ from 
lvanovo, ‘TNKF’ from Jaroslavl. 


St. Petersburg Moscow 


In May ‘97 we had a great big 
demonstration against aliens organized 
by nationalists and skinheads in St. Petersburg. About 200 skinheads marched on the 
main street of Nevski demanding aliens out of Russia. Skins shout: "Hail Russia!”, "Hail 
Russian Guns!” Also some blacks got lots of problems in the demonstration. 


In September we enjoyed a good gig in Moscow with most bands mentioned above. Some 
300 skins participated and lived with Russian songs that were telling for instance about 
‘snow fall’, ‘free my country’ etc. Also many lan Stuart's songs were played, as always. In 
ae gig we had no problems at all. In fact the security was ensured together by skins and 
police. 


The next gig will take place in St. Petersburg on 6” of December with at least 
‘TOTENKOPF’ and a party meeting 


In generally everything in our skinhead scene is fine. Maybe the worst things are posers, 
who look like skins, but don’t know anything. There guys are a new thing in the Moscow 
scene, that fortunately has almost 1000 serious skins. We have many contacts and good 
friendship for instance with German, Hungarian and Polish skins, but because of some old 
problems we have hardly any contacts with for example Finnish skins, which is sad.

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SERBIA 
The Serbian Skinhead history Belgrad 


First Serbian skinheads were born in the early 80's mostly in 
the cities like Novi Sad and Belgrade. The early Serbian 
skinheads weren't involved much in the politics - in fact | would 
say that they didn’t know the "P” of the politics. They were the 
real Oi! - skinheads interested in beer, fighting and the war on 
the terraces (if you get what | mean). 


The music Scene 


The first Serbian skinhead band (or at least one of the first ones) was ‘TWO MINUTA 
MRZNJE’ (Two Minutes of Hate). They recorded only the EP in 1983 And a few demos. 
That was a pure Oj! Antisocial band. In the mid 80's, exactly in 1986 ‘RITAM NEREDA’ 
(Rhythm of Disorder) appeared. It was the most famous Serbian skin band which went 
through many phases: from Oi! Street punk band to the right oriented band, even with the 
NS fragments! They have 5 albums, one live. The last one is pretty metal influenced. In 
the late 80’s many more bands started gigs all over Serbia. The bands like ‘UZBUNA’ 
(Alert), ‘POBUNA’ (Rebellion), ‘KLASNI PROBLEM’ (Class Problem), ‘VRISAK 
GENERACIJE’ (The Scream of the Generation), ‘KURSUS’ and ‘SAHT’, which is the only 
band that still plays around. All these bands were Oil firm bands.

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The War 


When the war started in former Yugoslavia, many economic and social problems 
appeared. That’s why and therefore the skinhead scene in Serbia started to rise right then. 
The millions were awaken by the call of race and nation against the Judaic enemies of the 
white people - just kidding, | wish it was like that, but unfortunately it wasn’t. Although the 
war time brought the awakening of the nationalist thoughts in Serbia. After the beginning 
of the 90's and the start of the war the number of the skinheads is constantly increasing. 
Many kids started to shave their heads and wear Dr.Martens. Watching it from the one 
point of view the number of the skinheads grew, but from the other point, the share of the 
kids as skinheads also grew. The situation is the same today. The kids are skinheads just 
for fashion, in fact this is one of the big problems of Serbian skinheads today. 


Some of the bands 


In the early 90's a band from Belgrade called ‘ZIVOTINJE’ (Animals) hit the stage. It was a 
strong nationalist band, but with some NS thoughts. They also had one ‘SKREWDRIVER’ 
cover - Smash the IRA ‘ZIVOTINJE’ was joined by more popular bands like ‘DIREKTORI’ 
(Directors) and GENERACIJA BEL BBUDUCNOSTI - G.B.B.’ (Generation of the Future). 
They reached the charts and even the TOP 10 on TV. They were admired by many people 
(not only skinheads) - especially ‘Direktori’ and G.B.B.. Although they all have nationalist 
and even racist lyrics, in the past few years they were rejected by NS skinheads for being 
poseurs and money makers. Direktori was even linked with the Soros fond - Jewish 
international fund. The other two bands simply changed their styles. 


All in all scene all over Serbia is getting better and stronger and as you know - quantity 
makes quality. In the end best white regards to you all skinheads who will hopefully read 
this. 88!

It seems like now-a-days there are 
popping out new skinhead-bands 
every day. Interesting bands into Oi! / 
steet punk are, for instance 
‘ZAKARRAK’ (now __ separated), 
‘SUBURBAN REBELS’, ‘ISKAN 
BILA’, ‘ALTA TENSION’ and many 
others.

In Galiza the first skinhead-band was formed in 1994: ‘RUIN BOIS’. Some of it’s members 
had played in some other bands, but nothing serious had come out. They published not 
long ago their first full length CD ‘Cempre en Galiza’ on a new Belgian label ‘PURE 
INPACT’, after a demo and a couple of apparitions on international street punk 
compilation LP’s. Nevertheless, as they are a skinhead outfit and don’t support any 
political stand, many gig organizers prefer to ignore them and put ‘safer’ punk outfits. No 
surprising news... They are probably the most international Oi! band around here, though, 
having played in Belgium and Portugal. 

Jose 
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The Ruin Bois hail from Vigo in 
northwestern Spain, just north of, 
Portugal. The region they live in, 
Galiza or Galicia, inspired them 
for the CD’s title, which trans- 
lated in English means “Forever 
in Galicia”. Their local language 
has a lot of resemblances to 
Portuguese obviously, not 
surprising if you keep in mind 
that the spanish central 
government is at a good 1,200 
km from Vigo, in Madrid. 


They started out in the summer 
of 1994 and have maintained the 
original lme-up until now. That 
means José Luis on vocals, 
Mikel on guitar, Piri on bass and 
Sonia on drums. Their music is 
in the finest english Oi - 


streetpunk tradition, with hard 
aggresive music and strong 
vocals, not unlike Condemned 
84 from England. 


At the end of ‘95 - early *96, 
they put out an excellent, 
professionally produced and 
packaged demo on the spanish 
Plastic Disc label, which so far 
sold a stunning 750 copies 
worldwide, which is probably the 
highest number of demos ever 
sold by an Oi band. It got them 
worldwide recognition and 
several write-ups in fanzines 
followed. 


Pure Impact is proud to present 
you their first CD release, which 
includes 13 tracks, 2 of which 


are covers. “Dodot no ha 
muerto” is originally from 
Barcelona’s superstar Oi band 
Decibelios and “Zipaioak” of an 
old basque punk outit called 
Punetazo Oi. 


This album comes as a picture 
CD with an 8-page colour 
booklet with lyrics to all songs, 
explanations to the songs in 
English, lots of photos and a 
transparent tray.
